1. Short title and commencement:-(i) These 
rules may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu Civil 
Service (Sixth Amendment) Rules , 1973 . 

(ii ) They shall come into force at once .

1. Short title . These rules may be called the 
Goa , Daman and Diu Port Charges Rules , 1972 , 

2. Levy of Port Charges. — There shall be levied 
at the Ports mentioned in the Appendix , the charges 
for the hire of plants , appliances and other property 
belonging to the Government of Goa , Daman and 
Diu and other services rendered at the said Ports 
at the rates and subject to the conditions specified 
in the schedule appended hereto notwithstanding 
anything contained in any other Law for the time 
being in force .

3. Increase of rates in certain cases. The rates 
of charges leviable under these rules in respect of 
the services mentioned in Section I , III , IV and V ( vi ) 
of the schedule rendered to Masters , Owners or 
Agents of Vessels other than Sailing Vessels engaged 
in the overseas trade, shall be increased by 50 % . 


4. Fraction of paise . - In computing the charges , 
any fraction of paise being half or exceeding half 
shall be rounded off to a paise and any fraction 
being less than half shall be disregarded .

( 2 ) Candidates belonging to any of the Sche 
duled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may , to the 
extent the number of vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes cannot 
be filled on the basis of the general standard , be 
recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the 
reserved quota , subject to the fitness of these 
candidates for selection to the Service, irres 
pective of their ranks in the order of merit at 
the examination " . 

iii) In Rule 27 appearing under Part IX Mis 
cellaneous after sub -rule ( 1 ) the following proviso 
chall be added : 

" Provided that a duty post may also be held 
by an Officer in Junior scale of the Indian Admi 
nistrative Service Cadre of the Union Terri 
tories and in that event any such duty post shall 
be treated as a Central Civil Post class I " .

General Notes to Section III — ( a ) The appliances shan be 
let on hire subject to the condition that the port Authority 
undertakes no responsibility for any loss or damage to life 
or property which may be directly or indirectly caused due 
to failure of the appliances at any stage and the hirer will 
replace the appliances at his own cost if they are not returned 
to the Port Authority in the condition in which they were 
given , 

(b ) For hire of plants and appliances required on long 
term asis , separate rates may be fixed in accordance with 
the rules on the subject made from time to time. 

( c ) If the appliances are not returned in the same condi. 
tion in which they were taken , the charges for the cost of 
material and labour required for carrying out the repairs 
or replacement will be recovered . In case of Tarpaulin being 
torn , the rate of stitching will be charged at the rate of 
Rs. 1.00 per metre of stitching : 

( d ) Charges for hire of plants and appliances may not be 
Insisted in advance when required to be used in emergency 
arising out of storm , heavy rains, fire or such other reasons.
